2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1 . Claims 1-50 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest carrying 
signaling information for a first user in a first packet and data information for the first user the second packet as recited in independent 
claim 1. The same reasoning applies to the subject-matter of the corresponding independent claims 1 1, 21, 25, 30, 34, 40, 46, and 49 
which therefore are also considered new and inventive. Claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-24, 26-29, 31-33, 35-39, 41-45, 47, 48, and 50 are 
dependent claims and as such also meet the requirement of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. ' 

2. Although claims 1 , 1 1 , 21 , 34, and 40 have been drafted as separate independent claims, they appear to relate effectively to the 
same subject-matter and to differ from each other only with regard to the definition of the subject-matter for which protection is sought 
and in respect of the terminology used for the features of that subject-matter. The aforementioned claims therefore lack conciseness and 
as such do not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT. 

3. It is clear from the description on pages 22 and 22 that the following features are essential to the definition of the invention: 
the packet at the lowest level m the superimposed packets comprises application information for a first user station having the lowest 
level signal quality m the set and control information for another user station or for other user stations in the set.
